STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : . 
You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall of Newport, in 

said Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock 

in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, namely: 

Article 1. To choose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk and a Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing. . 

Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary 
town officers and agents for the year ensuing. . 

Art. 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of schools, for paying the town debt and 
defraying the interest thereon, and for other necessary charges arising 
in said town, for the maintenance of the poor, for cemeteries, parks and 
commons, to improve the same, and for the maintenance of water 
works, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 4. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for laying out'and repairing highways and sidewalks 
and building and repairing bridges, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 5. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen of the town and the reports of the Auditors, Agents, Com- 
mittees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
fifty dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial day and pay the same 
over to the quartermaster of Fred. Smyth Post, No. 10, G. A. R., De- 
partment of New Hampshire. 

Art. 7. Tosee what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for lighting the streets of Newport village, and pass 
any vote relating thereto.

Art. 8. Tosee what action the town will take as to furnishing 
water from the water works system for watering troughs, public 
fountains, street sprinkling, or other uses, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 9. Toseeif the town will vote to extend its water works 
system in any direction, and raise and appropriate any money for the 
same. 

' Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to appropriate any sum of 
money for hydrant service, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 11. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
sewers in Newport village and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate money to 
permanently repair that portion of the highway between the iron 
bridge and Wheeler’s corner, so called, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to appropriate money to 
erect a tower for fire alarm bell and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. ‘

Road Agent’s Report. 


TO THE SELECTMEN OF NEWPORT: 

The Road Agent begs leave to make the following statement in 
regard to the work which has been done during the past year: 

The bank wall on Sunapee street has been relaid, one stone cul- 
vert 100 feet in length has been built on Pine street, Belknap avenue 
graded, Myrtle street built, and 274 feet of tile pipe laid near John 
Cutting’s, on South Main street. Owing to the flood of March 1, the 
Trask bridge, so called, was carried away, and one abutment had to 
be rebuilt. One abutment of the Cross street bridge was undermined 
and had to be rebuilt and the dry bridge at the Corbin place was 
washed away. These have necessarily been expensive jobs. Besides 
the above, 13 bridges have been built new entire, 8 new planked and 
22 stone culverts relaid. 

The road machine has been run on over 60 miles of road and 1,500 
cubic yards of gravel and hardpan hauled.

Report of Board of Health. 


TO THE SELECTMEN OF NEWPORT: 

I am pleased to inform the citizens of Newport and vicinity that 
another year has passed without any prevailing epidemic. There 
have been, however, a few cases of typhoid fever, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, but owing to the promptness of the attending physicians 
in reporting the cases, and by the strict observance of the quarantine 
rules and regulations, the diseases have been restricted to a very few 
families, and no deaths have occurred during the year from any con- 
tagious disease. 

The homes where any contagious disease has prevailed have been 
thoroughly disinfected under the direct supervision of the Health 
Officer. Any complaints from individuals in the town, regarding im- 
proper sewerage or drainage, that have come within the jurisdiction 
of the local Board of Health, have received prompt attention. 
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The attention of the public should again be called to the great 
need of a good system of sewerage, and I trust that the citizens of 
this town will give the matter thoughtful consideration, and will, as 
soon as the way can be made clear, bring this about. 

The attention of the Health Officer has been called several tines 
to the sanitary condition of the Central school building, but this 
building, which has been so long a menace to good health, will soon 
be discarded, and one of which every citizen should be proud will be 
used in its place.

The location of the standpipes are marked by 
stone posts or other permanent marks on the sides of the streets, and 
the Y’s for house connections are to be found by measurements from 
permanent objects, all of which are rec >rded and the records on file in 
the Selectmen’s office. The season was so late when the sewer was 
completed no flush tank was put in, but one will be needed next sum- 
mer. A place has been left in the schoolhouse for that purpose.

TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF NEWPORT. 

We herewith present the third annual report of the water system 
for the fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1897; also of the expenditures for 
extensions, service pipe connections, taxes, and for the maintenance 
and repairs of the entire system to the present time. 

Our financial report shows that the Selectmen have paid bills 
approved by the board to the amount of two thousand one hundred 
and seventeen dollars and seventy-six cents ($2,117.76). 

The Selectmen have also paid to the town of Unity one hundred 
and sixty-seven dollars and fifty cents ($167.50) taxes on real estate 
and aqueduct for the years 1895 and 1896. 

We have added during the year a four-inch main on Chase street, 
from Cheney street to opposite the Richards new school building, a 
distance of three hundred and eight feeet, and also twenty-eight ser- 
vice pipe connections, requiring the following pipe: 

96 feet of 4 inch cast iron pipe.

Report of School Board. 


To THE SELECTMEN OF NEWPORT: 


Parsuant to the requirements of Section 11, Chapter 92, of the 
Public Statutes, we submit herewith our report for the fiscal year 
ending July 31, 1896. Heretofore our report has been made for the 
period covered by the town year. In conformity with this custom, 
our last report was made Feb. 15, 1896, and with the exception of the 
statistical matter, largely covered the work of the present fiscal year, 
there having been but one term of school in each district since that 
report. In view of the foregoing situation, we do not deem it neces- 
sary to make an elaborate report. 

During the Spring or Summer term but one change was made in 
the corps of teachers employed the previous term. The work accom- 
plished was, with perhaps one exception, very satisfactory. Through- 
out the year there has existed between teachers, parents and pupils a 
degree of hearty co-operation and good will that it has seldom been 
our privilege to observe, and the results have been manifest in the 
work accomplished. Good discipline has been maintained, and we 
see no reason why they should not assemble at the close of the Sum- 
mer vacation in the very best condition for a good year’s work. 
Following out our belief that there should be few changes of teachers 
who are doing satisfactory work, we have endeavored to retain as 
large a number as possible of those employed the past year for the 
coming year. We have been so far successful that we now expect but 
two changes, except from one school to another. Miss Jameson, who 
has been with us so long, and who has done such faithful work, we 
very much regret to lose. A more thorough teacher we seldom see, 
and the excellent work she has done has been apparent to all.

The long wished for new school building, the need of which we 
have felt it our duty to set before the public so many times in the 
past, will, we believe, soon be a reality. At the annual meeting in 
March last, one of our well-known citizens, Hon. Dexter Richards, 
with characteristic liberality, placed at the disposal of the district the 
sum of $22,000 for the purpose of erecting a commodious and well 
equipped building, with all modern arrangements, to accommodate 
the High School and Grammar grades. This building is now in pro- 
cass of erection on a site selected on Chase street, and we hope and ex- 
. pect that it may be occupied by the different schools for which it is 
intended before the close of another school year. It is our earnest wish 
that the All-Wise Ruler may spare to us many years the donor of this 
magnificent and much needed building, so that he may see and enjoy to 
the fullest extent the fruits of his generosity. We trust that the dis- 
trict.at their next annual meeting will see that the plan that has been 
advised for bringing our primary grades together under one roof is 
carried out by voting a sufficient sum to erect a suitable building on 
the site of the present High School building. 

The statistical matter that we are required to furnish by the stat- 
ute will be found in the annexed tables, ‘‘A’’ and ‘B,’’ and is 
worthy of more than a passing notice, as it indicates to a large extent 
the work of the various schools. 

The following results, gathered from the Truant Officer's report, 
after the April, 1896, enumeration, will also be of interest : 


Number of boys between 5 and 16 years of age, 264 
Number of girls between 5 and 16 years of age, 239 
Total, 5038 
Children between 12 and 14 years working while schools are 
in session, 5 
Children between 12 and 16 years working while schools are 
in session, 17 


The Truaat Officer reports none between the ages of 5 and 16 
who could neither read nor write; 38 were reported who could read 
only. This number was made up largely of those near the minimum 
limit of 5 years. There have been no prosecutions for violation of the 
law relative to attendance, but the Truant Officer has by personal 
efforts secured the attendance of quite a number who were being 
kept out of school for various reasons.

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Since writing the foregoing report in July last, it has been deemed 
best to give up the plan of occupying the new building in the spring, 
and no changes will be made in the present quarters until the com- 
mencement of the fall term. 

Mr. Richards has increased his gift to the district for the new 
building to a total of $25,000, which amount, it is expected, will com- 
plete the building ready for occupancy, with the exception of the 
furnishings. This will leave the furnishing of the building to be pro- 
vided for by the district, and the amount of $1,000 has been asked for 
for this purpose in the Treasurer’s estimates of income and expenses 
for the coming year. As none of the furnishings have been bought, it 
is, of course, a mere matter of judgment as to what they will cost. 
The above mentioned sum of $1,000 is as near as we are able to esti- 
mate the cost at the present time. 

There are approximately $50 in bills for fuel, janitor’s service, 
etc., now outstanding and due. Our teachers are all paid to the end 
of the Winter term, which has not been the case in the past two 
years. It will, therefore, be seen that during the financial year coy- 
ered by the report that the village teachers have received pay fora 
full year and four weeks additional.
